There is an enormous interest in 
Europe in the presidential race, 
and a very deep satisfaction that 
the American political system has 
shown such vitality and strength 
in producing two such ablé¢ candi- 
dates. It also should be said in 
passing that the European looks 
upon us with something like per- 
petual astonishment. The Euro- 
pean knows very well that we are 
not decadent, corrupted and finish- 
ed. Therefore, he views our pre- 
occupation with self criticism and 
wild and irresponsible talk about 
the loss of our liberties and the 
destruction of our form of gov- 
ernment with uncomprehending 
shakes of his head. It amuses, 
and concerns him. 


Valuation 


He refuses to take us at our 
own evaluation—especially in a 
political year. Also, for the rec- 
ord, he thinks much more highly 
of President Truman than does 
this country. Europeans see in 
him the man who certainly saved 
Greece from communism with 
the Truman Doctrine. They 
look upon him as the man who 
enabled Italy to rescue herself 
from what appeared to be cer- 
tain Communist doom, via the 
Marshall Plan: They know the 
‘Marshall Plah to be one of the 
few really’ great political and 
_@iplomatic conceptions in behalf 
of freedom in our years. For 
Americans to he -saying. that 
Harry Truman is an appeaser of 
communism strikes them as the 
sheerest nonsense, as indeed it is. 
They recognize his errors, but 
they see him as a man who may 
loom large in history if the free 
world manages, as it must, to 
endure and defeat Communist 
aggression. 

Europe likes the two candidates, 
as it feared Senator Taft. The peo- 
ple are intrigued with Governor 
Stevenson because of his exquisite 
rhetoric, his genius for phrase- 
making and his’ independence. 
They admire and respect General 
Eisenhower as one of the chief 
architects of victory in the world 
war and of magnificent counter- 
attacks in the cold war. 

The British officers told me 
that what they most liked about 
General Eisenhower was _ his 
rugged honesty and his uncompro- 
mising faith i.. things spirjtual. We 
came to this when we sought to 
explain a statement by him short- 
ly after his return to this country 
in which he spoke of the decad- 
ence and materialism of the 
French . .. a statement which 
deeply wounded the French.

“T think I know exactly what 
he meant,” said the British of- 


ficer who knows General Eisen- | 


ower best. ‘‘When he was here the 
general often talked of the need 
for a belief in a Supreme Being. 
It worried him that some of the 
French officers whom he met 
were material, or evem agnostic 
in concept and attitude. He used 
to argue with them. I am sure 
this was what he had in mind and 
he simply failed to phrase it 
well.” 

As one would expect, all our 
military people are watching this 
campaign with unusual interest. 
They, too, wonder whether the 
United States will accept a mili- 
tary leader as president. 

The general's friends worry be- 
eause there are so many Republi- 
cans who detest and oppose what 
the general stands for. They 
point to Senators Jenner of In- 
diana and Marshall of Pennsyl- 
vania, Missouri’s Kem, Bricker 
and Taft of Ohio, Cain of Wash- 
ington, Butler of Nebraska—and 
others who were far to the right 
of Senator Taft—and ask what is 
going to become of General Eisen- 
hower, and defense in Europe, if 
he is elected and brings all these 
in with him. They will then 
proceed to slit his political throat. 

“T am afraid General Eisen-

9—(UP)—A brief but violent 
hailstorm capsized a ferry boat on the Danube River today and 
at Jeast 90 persons were feared drowned.

‘‘How about Senator Taft?’’ 

Over and over the general replied that 
the meeting was to be soon. It got to be 
frustrating. Finally at Cleveland, at a 
press conference, the general said that up 
to that time he had only one telegram from 
the senator.

Stevenson Holds 
Edge in Speaking 


WASHINGTON—In his first major po- 
litical speech of the campaign, Gov. Adlai 
Stevenson, the Democratic nominee for 
President, has stamped himself as a po- 

litical orator of the 
first. magnitude. Those 
who heard his Denver 
speech will find little dis- 
agreement with an ap- 
praisal made by the 
Washington Evening 
Star, a conservative Re- 
publican newspaper, 
which had this to Say, 
editorially: 
“It is doubtful that 
Franklin D. Roosevelt, at 
his very best,’ packed an oratorical punch 
comparable to Adlai Stevenson’s.”’ 

The late FDR, of course, was rated as 
the ablest and most persuasive political ora- 
tor to occupy the White House in our times. 
From the standpoint of getting his story 
across to the people in clear, understandable 
language, he had few equals in American 
political history. The compliment to Gover- 
nor Stevenson is all the more great, there- 
fore, when he is given an equal rating with 
the late wartime President. 

The Star went on to say, in discussing the 
Denver speech, that, “If this campaign is to 
be decided on the basis of speaking ability 
alone, General Eisenhower is far behind.’’ 
Others have made a similarly flattering ap- 
praisal. 

There can be no doubt that the Demo- 
cratic nominee, in his initial major per- 
formance, has shown himself to be far su- 
perior to his Republican rival in oratorical 
effort. General Eisenhower, by way of con- 
trast, speaks in a more direct fashion. He 
has a soldier’s blunt way of putting things. 
What he says is delivered without an ora- 
torical flourish—straight from the shoulder, 
as it were. 

While the Eisenhower manner carries a 
certain conviction, it is highly doubtful that 
he would be able to hold his own in a debate 
with Stevenson. Already it is being said that 
Governor Stevenson introduces more erudi- 
tion in a presidential campaign than at any 
time since the days of Woodrow Wilson, who 
had been president of Princeton University 
and a noted historian before reaching the 
White House. 

But what all of this will count for in 
terms of votes remains to be seen. History 
shows that the people are not always per- 
suaded in their choice of candidates by ora- 
torical prowess. William Jennings Bryan, 
for example, goes down in the books as the 
greatest orator of them all among seekers 
of the presidency. Three times the nominee 
of the Democrats, he was thrice defeated, 
despite his clarion voice and his capacity 
for swaying crowds. 

Governor Stevenson starts out with a 
marked advantage over General Ike in 
speaking ability, but this by no means in- 
sures his election in November. People seem 
to be influenced more by what a man says 
than the way he says it.

Will the Weather-Conditioned Texan 
Soften Up Under Air Conditioning? 


About the only thing the Texans haven't 
air-conditioned in the past few years is the 
10-gallon hat, and it would not surprise me 
if some lone cowhand doesn’t ride across 
the prairie with a small 
refrigerating unit  buz- 
zing beneath his chapeau 
to cool off his skull. 

The great drought that 
has scorched and blis- 
tered Texas this. past 
summer did millions of 
dollars’ worth of damage, 
but the searing blanket 
of heat that lay upon the 
land caused relatively 
little discomfort to those 
fortunate souls who have 
themselves. 

The Texans have finally admitted that 
they live in one of the hottest spots on the 
face of the globe, and they have started to 
do something about it. Every new hotel 
that goes up in the booming Texas towns 
installs air conditioning now as naturally as 
it installs indoor plumbing, and the older 
hotels, to keep in business, are hastily tear- 
ing out inside walls and putting in the pipes 
and ducts and cooling units that will make 
them as cool aS a cave. 

No Texan in the upper financial brackets 
—and it is hard to find a Texan who is not 
in the upper financial brackets, or is deter- 
mined to convince everybody that he is— 
would think of building a house these days 
without air conditioning it from basement 
to rooftop—not with these little boxes that 
sit in the window but with a full-scale air- 
plumbing job that costs about as much to 
install as a house itself used to cost. 

They are even air conditioning their au- 
tomobiles. I hitched a ride with a Texas 
oilman from Houston to San Antonio the

other day—not a real rich Texas oilman 
but just a moderately rich one worth maybe 
four or five million dollars. 

We rode for four hours in a temperature 
of 104 degrees. It was so hot the heat 
waves danced off the bubbling asphalt to 
form mirages of blue lakes down the high- 
way. I needed a light topcoat. Being a 
guest, I didn’t want to say anything. I just 
sat there blowing on my hands, shivering 
slightly, letting my teeth chatter just a lit- 
tle, and every once in a while I'd touch the 
button that let the window down an inch, 
so that a good blast of hot air could come in. 
Finally my host turned down the refrigera- 
tor a little. He said his feet were get- 
ting cold. 

The Texas Republicans held their prelimi- 
nary caucus in a public room at one of the 
old hotels that hadn’t been air conditioned, 
and for a while it looked as if they were 
going to get into a fight that would make 
the Taft-Ike battle at Chicago look like a 
communion service. Then they moved over 
to the air-conditioned city auditorium for 
their official meeting. As the perspiration 
dried on their brows all the rancor went out 
of their hearts. They didn’t have anything 
approaching a fight, and after about two 
hours in the deep freeze they were so full of 
loving kindness they even had a few nice 
things to say about the Democrats. 

In the 10 days I spent in Texas, in Hous- 
ton, Fort Worth, Dallas, San Antonio and 
Austin, the temperature never fell below 99 
degrees, and on certain scorchers it was 
up arcund 103. But if you sleep all night 
in an air-conditioned hotel room and move 
from there to an air-conditioned office, and 
from there ¢o an air-conditioned restaurant 
and maybe from there to an air-conditioned 
cocktail party at somebody’s house, you 
seem to soak up the cold.

DEAR MARY HAWORTH: After a group discussion of one of 
your recent articles, in which you condone a couple’s indulgence of 
‘‘hellion’”’ behavior in their children, I feel I must voice the dissent- 
ing opinion of myself and three friends. 

You say if the parents come of good stock, and love their chil- 
dren and see a lot of them, it is a pretty safe bet that the youngsters 


will grow along lines of hereditary character—and be the kind of 


adults they should be, patterned after home example. 


My husband and his sister 
were raised in a Christian home 
by parents who set an ideal ex- 


ample. But real discipline was | 


nonexistent. 

Already the sister has a his- 
tory of two bad marriages, an 
illicit pregnancy and several af- 


fairs. And my husband landed in | 
a mental hospital, sick with a | 


guilt complex. 


The psychiatrist in charge of | 


my husband’s case impréssed 


me with the fact that if John | 
had been disciplined and made | 
to comply with what his parents | 


knew to be right, he never would 


have become mentally ill. Today | 


he is well again and we have a 
preschool-age son, to whom we 


give much love and companion- | 


ship. But we leave no doubt in 


sonny’s mind that he is going to | 
do what we know is best and he | 


is a happy, well-adjusted child.

Dear K. S.: How confused can | 


you get? The article doesn’t say

of elders.”’ 
And I added, “In offering this 


insight, I am neither defending © 


nor decrying their performance.

Combine egg with sugar and 
salt. Add milk and_ vanilla. 
Serve cold’ in tall glasses and 
sprinkle with nutmeg. For a 
fluffy eggnog, separate egg, beat 
yolk and then fold in stiffly 
beaten egg white. Serves one. 

ANISE MILK 

Here a new way to _ serve 
milk. To one quart of milk add 
one tablespoon sugar and 1 tea- 
spoon. of crushed anise seed— 
it will please the children as 
much as a twisted licorice stick. 
To serve hot, warm milk before 
adding sugar and anise seed. 

Then there’s the all-time fa- 
vorite milk variation, hot choc- 
olate. Yet it’s as much abused 
in cooking as is coffee. If 
scorched or over-sweetened it’s 
distasteful. Try this method. 

HOT CHOCOLATE 

2 ounces chocolate 
1 cup water 
3 tablespoons sugar 
Dash salt 
3 cups milk 

Cook chocolate and water over 
low heat until chocolate is melt- 
ed. Add sugar and salt and 
boil five minutes, stirring con- 
stantly. 

Add milk gradually, stirring 
constantly and heat over boiling 
water. Beat. until frothy before

serving. Place a stick of cinna- 
mon into hot chocolate cup to 
be uSed as stirrer. Top with 
real or aerated whipped cream. 

Now that you have variations 
for all parts of the basic break- 
fast we'd like to add a note 
about butter. © , 

You may use butter substi- 
tute in the basic breakfast. 
Make certain butter or mar- 
garine is stored with a tight 
cover or wrapped in aluminum 
foil so that it keeps a fresh 
flavor. Set it out when you be- 
gin breakfast preparations so 
that it will have proper spread- 
ing consistency when breakfast 
is ready.

type of show business, the mati- 
nees are played by an entirely | 
different show from the one 
which performs when the lights 
go on. In other words, two com- 
plete sets of acts are required to 
meet the grueling demands in 
this type of theater. 


It is a type of show business 
that faces and survives every 
sort of handicap, including acts 
of God which embrace storms, 
epidemics in various communi- 
ties, swollen rivers and such | 
happy little features as torna- 
does. In the course of a sum- 
mer, these giant fair shows con- 
sider it commonplace to have 
their carousels and ferris wheels 
demolished by tornadoes. The 
auto trailers in which the per- 
formers live or the tents in 
which others live often are 
busted to pieces. Yet the show | 
goes on. 


To maintain the break-neck 
pace or speed of the perform- 
ance, these big outdoor shows 
work on three different stages 
but only two'are occupied at a 
time. This permits the stage- 
hands to set the next act on 
stage No. 3. Sometimes only one 
stage is occupied as the stage- 
hands strike and set new scenery | 
and props on stages No. 1 and 
No. 2. This necessitates extra 
stage hands but it permits the 
shows to race along without any 
stage waits. 


At the Iowa State Fair, one of 
the biggest in our country, shar- 
ing that distinction with the Min- 
nesota State Fair, the perform- 
ers are separated from the audi- 
ence in the stands by the race- 
track which is used for trotting 
races and jockey races in the 
afternoon.

Most unusual feature of the new 
stadium, however, is its dual pur- 
pose as a stadium and as a class- 
room building. The entire two-story 
area under the seats has been 
utilized for classroom space. 

The school’s old stadium, which 
ran the length of the south side 
of the football field, was almost 
completely torn down before the 
new structure was erected over 
it. Only the walls of the old unit 
were utilized. 

The old stadium seated about 
2.250 fans, with bleachers accomo- 


dating 1,800 more, 
School Superintendent O. L. Ams- 
ler.
